Mr. Kean’s Richard the Third attracted a most numerous au- 
dience. In the tent-scene he made a terrific impression, and his su- 
perstitious alarm on the sudden entrance of Catesdy, and his tury of 
attempted collectedness on perceiving who it was, produced well- 
deserved applause, which was often bestowed on the sereral forcible 
points he exhibited, and, at his fall, was expressed in the most dis- 
tinguished manner.

Tue tragedy of King Lear was last night produced at this theatre. 
Mr. Youne represented the aged Monarch, for the first time this 
season. Of all the works of our great Bard, there are certainly 
none more calculated to excite our concern, or to engage our sym- 
pathies ;—none in which the mighty resources of Saaxsrcare’s tran- 
scendant genius are more eminently displayec, whether. we regard its 
variety of character, its contrasted and conflicting passions, or the 
rapid succession of the interesting events which form the Play. The 
character of Lear is one of the most difficult to sustain, with fidelity 
to nature, through the varied scenes in which he appears in the tragic 
department of the drama. Mr. Youne’s representation of the part 
will not, in our humble estimation, add considerably to his fame, 
though in the whole, it was a very correct and able performance, and 
in many parts particularly fine ; he pronouuced the curse upon his 
ungrateful daughters, with great pathos and efiect :—his interview 
with Edgar, was one of his best efforts, and recoived considerable 
applause : the concluding scenes, especially the prison one, wherein he 
recognised his daughter Cordelia, was likewise sustained with great 
ability, and he received throughout the most distinguished approbation. 

Mr. C. Kemere’s Edgar is one of the finest of this gentleman’s 
performances in this line of the Drama, it was played throughout 
with great ability and judgment. Mr. Fawoerr sustained the part of 
the faithful Kent, with his usual talent, and added considerably to 
the general effect of the scenes in which he is concerned. Mr. Ecer- 
ton’s Glo’ster, was very respectable ; and Messrs. Far.ey, Baker, 
Assotr, and Connor, were effective in their respective parts. Miss 
Lacy played Cordelia with great feeling and judgment. Mrs. FPavcrr 
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and Mrs. Vistxe, as Regan and Goneril, were as respectable as 
usual.

The comic Pant mime followed, and s to attract a host of 


admirers to the upper regions, whose Maes frequently interrupted 
the progress of the Tragedy.—The house was numerously and ve- 
spectably attended. 

Otymric.—Last night, this Theatre was filled in all parts.—The 
performanee was a new Burletta, entitled The Drunken Rival, with 
London Beaus’, Love Letters, and The Actress of all Wark; the 
whole of the pieces were well performed, particularly the characters 
supported by Mr. W. West, Mr. Viytyc, Mr. Laxcasrer, and Miss 
Jounson. Mrs. FrrzwittiaM, appeared here for the first time, as The 
Actress of all Work, and was most flatteringly reecived.
